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The Book Business in Russia 


Were It Not for the Shortage of Paper Russia’s Book Industry Would 
Be Forging Ahead in Unprecedented Fashion

A Trip THROUGH Russia this spring struck us 
as one of the most magnificent ideas in the 
world, but a lot of our friends pooh-poohed 
the plan. “Those babies have a regular show 
rigged up for the tourists,” they told us. 
“You'll see just what they want you to see, 
and not a darn thing more. Might as well 
stay home and read the propaganda they send 
out. 

That simply was not true. It was like so 
many other myths we heard before we landed 
in Odessa—either there never had been a 
basis for such a statement, or rapidly improv- 
ing conditions have made such a state of 
affairs unnecessary. We not only found our- 
selves free to wander anywhere we chose, 
but there were usually a dozen people ready 
to go with us and answer any questions that 
came into our heads. I don’t mean, of course, 
that we had a chance to talk to political 
Prisoners, or to the men who were really run- 
ning the show—but could anyone do that 
anywhere else in Europe today, or for that 
matter, right here in America? 

We wanted to learn about the book busi- 
ness in Russia. All right. A first rate fellow 
ae Douzmarhkin, from the State Pub- 
lich Offices, who spoke a very good Eng- 
oi = us under his wing, and showed us 
cae » and introduced us to so many ex- 
a —t in every branch of the business that 
i to en for mercy. All these fellows 
aa Proud of the job they are doing that 

ery plant we visited, we were immedi- 





ately surrounded by a group of self-appointed 
guides, all eager to show us everything in 
the place, and to explain how the whole sys- 
tem was working. 

The book publishing industry in Russia, 
along with its allied trades, has been put on 
such a substantial basis that were it not for 
one great weakness, it would be forging 
ahead today in unprecedented fashion. That 
weakness is an acute and almost devastating 
shortage of paper. 

I'll come back to that later. 

The State, of course, owns every publish- 
ing house, and every printing press, and 
every bookstore. You would imagine that 
with such a set-up, competition between the 
various units would cease to exist. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it seems to be stronger even than 
it is here. The manager of each plant and 
of each shop is out to make a showing—to 
make his unit show a paper profit at the end 
of the year. Not only his next year’s salary 
depends upon that showing, but his sepa- 
rate identity as well. The government does 
not hesitate to shut up an unsuccessful unit, 
or to toss it in with another branch at the 
first sign of failure. And since several pub- 
lishing units have been allowed to preserve 
their separate identity, the competition for 
new manuscripts remains as keen as it ever 
was, and the bidding of the various manu- 
facturing plants just as spirited. The one real 
difference is that the profits all go to the state, 
and that the boss of each unit gets a fixed 
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salary for his work, just as does the lowest 
office boy in the place. 

All of the small individual publishing 
houses were merged into one three years ago, 
but seven or eight of the large ones are still 
permitted to function individually. Each of 
these houses makes up its list for a full year 
in advance, and submits it for official ap- 
proval—a mere formality, since, obviously, 
the managers wouldn’t be there if the gov- 
ernment did not repose complete confidence 
in them. In new Russia, a man doesn’t get 
the chance to make a mistake twice. 

But this is the place where the lamentable 
shortage of paper plays its part. The Govern- 
ment knows pretty well just how many tons 
of paper will be produced during the year in 
question. On January 1, this paper is rationed 
for the full year to all the publishing units, 
including newspaper and magazine publish- 
ers. There isn’t a chance in the world of get- 
ting one extra ton of paper above that ra- 
tion. The publisher must therefore plan his 
list with absolute precision, and of course a 
reprint of any title, regardless of its success, 
in that year, is almost out of the question. 
The original edition is sold—and that is 
that. There’s no paper available for any re- 
prints. For the last collection of Stalin’s 
speeches, for instance, there were over one 
million orders that simply had to be thrown 
in the waste basket. (I must add that the 
original printing for this particular title was 
two and a half million copies!) 

Every publisher, of course, has a prepon- 
derance of propaganda titles on his list, but 
this is by no means all that is being published. 
A certain number of new novels appear on 
every list, and the growing demand of the 
people for the classics—notably Pushkin, 
Dostoyevsky, Tolstoy, and Tchekov—is re- 
sponsible for a great number of new editions 
of these authors’ works. Obviously, there will 
be much more activity along these lines when 
more paper is available. New mills are being 
rushed to completion, and existing ones ex- 
panded enormously; next year’s paper output 
is expected to be two and a half times that 
of 1934! 

The distributing machinery for books is 
amazingly good. There are over a thousand 
bookstores already established all over the 
Union, and what with school and factory li- 
braries, and the new social clubs and “House 
of Culture,” there are almost 17,000 direct 
outlets for books in Russia today! The ad- 


vance lists of each publishing unit is sent 
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to every one of these 17,000 outlets each year, 
and the orders are sent in by mail. There 
are no salesmen, and there is no advertising 
of any description. The Russian people are 
avid for new books, however. They haunt 
the various shops waiting for new lists, and 
the orders begin pouring in the day that the 
lists are made public. 

We had been told that the average print. 
ing for a new novel was 10,000 copies—with 
a maximum of 25,000 in rare instances where 
the authors were held in particularly high 
repute. On technical books the printings ran 
as high as 100,000, while books by the great 
leaders, of course, were planned in the mil. 
lion class. Lenin’s writings are printed a half 
million at a time. The stock on hand at the 
largest bookshops in Moscow and Leningrad 
gave ample testimony as to how far short of 
the demand the supply fell. The fiction 
counters were absolutely bare. Every cop) 
of a new novel, or new edition of a classic is 
spoken for months before it actually appears. 
The shops were crowded with people who 
were able to buy only the dullest text books, 
or outright propagandist volumes that could 
be sold only when there simply was no other 
reading matter left to buy. 

Well then, we asked, who did get the new 
books when the orders were ten or twenty 
times greater than the supply? Foreign orders 
first, was the reply. Russia needs foreign 
money—“valuta”—for credit—more than 
anything else in the world. If there chanced 
to be ten thousand foreign orders for an edi- 
tion of 10,000 copies of a new book, not one 
copy of that book would find its way into the 
Russian market! | 

After the foreign orders are filled, a priv! 
leged list of some thousand or two people in 
Russia are entitled to any book that the) 
order. “Ahah!” we cried. “The old privi- 
leged class business rears its ugly head’ 
Where’s the difference between that and an) 
capitalistic state?” Our informant patiently 
explained that this particular privileged class 
had won those privileges by service to the 
State. They were the technical experts and 
the workers who had forged their way to the 
heads of the State “trusts.” Their families 
did not share these privileges, nor was anyone 
allowed to abuse them. It sounded fine, and 
it may be all that they claim for it today, bu! 
where this “privileged class” business is g0!"¢ 
to end is anybody’s guess. To us it seeme’ 
just one more evidence of what looks like 
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jefinite trend toward old capitalistic distinc- 
tion—but we held our peace. 

Exports of books to foreign countries and 
imports from abroad are all handled by one 
organization. It ts called Meshdunarodnaja 
Kniga, and is located at Kusnetsky Most 18, 
Moscow, G.S.P.4, U.S.S.R. Here we found 
the current catalogs of almost every American 
publishing house neatly filed; any publisher 
who isn’t sending his new lists there is over- 
looking a potentially enormous market. For 
the present, of course, only books that are 
actually needed are ordered from abroad, and 
each order must be okayed by a high official. 
The day does not seem far distant, however, 
when the foreign credit situation will be 
cleared up. I have a vision of all those thou- 
sands of Russian readers who have learned to 
read English in the schools and who are lit- 
erally craving the opportunity to read the new 
American books! At the import office we 
found a file of Publishers’ Weekly, too,—the 
frst printed matter from America we had 
laid eyes on for six full weeks. The Russian 
book business had to wait while we caught 
up with the news from home! 

We saw translations of several American 
books on the reference shelves—Sinclair 
Lewis, John Dos Passos, Eugene O’Neill, Jack 
London, and Upton Sinclair were the authors 
I remember. These books had been printed 
in Russia of course. There were other books 
in English, too: “Foundations of Leninism” 
by Stalin, “The Resolutions and Decisions of 
the Communist Party,” and things of that 
sort. These books are sponsored by the 
Cooperative Publishing Society of Foreign 
Workers in the U.S.S.R. (The principal 
branches of the State Offices have their hands 
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full producing books in the sixty and more 
entirely different languages that are officially 
recognized in the various corners of the vast 
Soviet homeland.) The question of royalties 
for American writers is still tangled, but 
recognition has certainly strengthened the 
chance of American authors to get at least a 
small return for the sale of their books in 
the U.S.S.R. At least they will have some 
rubles credited to their account; they may be 
of no value in America, but they will come 
in mighty handy if the authors ever choose 
to visit Russia! 

The standard of Russian book-making to- 
day is miles below our own. It is not that 
artistic levels are lower, but simply that the 
proper materials are not available. What 
paper there is is of inferior quality; binding 
cloths and ink are far below par. The feel- 
ing that these people are on their way, how- 
ever, is so overpowering, that you readily 
accept their assertions that another five years 
will see them producing books that Alfred 
Knopf would be proud of. A thousand stu- 
dents are learning the technique of good 
bookmaking at this very moment, and count- 
less others are learning how to produce the 
necessary materials. The important thing to 
remember is that when these technical diff- 
culties have been overcome, the market is 
there waiting to snap up editions of a hun- 
dred thousand books and more; the distribut- 
ing machinery is ready to handle that volume 
of business; the governmental check on the 
men who run the show will prevent the 
publication of a flood of trash that might 
ruin the entire picture. 

I wish that the prospects for American 
publishing were as promising . . . !

Harcourt, Brace Completes 15 Years 


THIs Is A YEAR of anniversaries in the pub- 
lishing field. On July 29th, Harcourt, Brace 
& Co. completes 15 years of publishing with 
a total of 1700 titles issued during that time, 
of which nearly 40% are still in print. The 
firm was incorporated on July 29, 1919, as 
Harcourt, Brace and Howe, but shortly after 
its incorporation Will D. Howe withdrew to 
join the staff of Charles Scribner’s Sons. The 
firm name was changed to Harcourt, Brace 
& Co., and the important personnel of the 
company has remained intact since then. 
The officers are Alfred Harcourt, president; 
Donald C. Brace, vice-president and _treas- 
urer; August H. Gehrs, treasurer, and S. 
Spencer Scott, vice-president. The business 
is still owned exclusively by the partners who 
are still active in its management. Out of a 
total staff of 88, 17 have been with the com- 
pany more than ten years and 26 have been 
with it from five to ten years. 

Fourteen titles were issued during the first 
publishing season. Six of these, “Free Air,” 
by Sinclair Lewis; “McAroni Ballads,” by 
T. A. Daly; “Modern American Poetry,” 
edited by Louis Untermeyer; and three juve- 
niles, “Bob Thorpe: Sky Fighter,” by Austin 
Bishop; “Czechoslovak Fairy Tales,” by 
Parker Fillmore, and “The Refugee Family” 
by Flavia Canfield, are still in print and in 





active demand. Since that first season the 
Harcourt list has seen such well-known 
names as Lytton Strachey, Dorothy Canfield, 
Sinclair Lewis, Carl Sandburg, Virginia 
Woolf and Lewis Mumford. | 
The policy of the firm has been to publish 
a moderate number of new books each year 
of as high quality as possible, with the hope 
that careful selection and continuing effort 
would result in a comparatively long life and 
large total sales for each title. | 
Under the direction of S. Spencer Scott 
the text-book department has developed 
steadily. Publications in this field have been 
limited to books for use in universities, high 
schools and junior high schools, The list 1s 
particularly strong in the fields of English 
and the Social Sciences. | 
For the past six years the department 0! 
children’s books has been under the editor- 
ship of Elisabeth Bevier Hamilton. About 
15 juvenile books are published each year. 
In November, 1932, Harcourt, Brace took 
over the list which had been previously pub 
lished by Brewer, Warren & Putnam, adding 
such authors as William Beebe, Dorothy 
Sayers, and Amelia Earhart to their list. 
This year a department for the publication 
of anthologies of music was inaugurated 
under the editorship of Albert E. Wier.

A Talk to Book Clerks

Ir wE WouLD NOT rather sell books than any- 
thing else in the world, then we have no 
right to be in a bookstore. If we get a greater 
thrill out of the sight of the pay-envelope on 
Saturday night than out of the feel of the 
doorknob on Monday morning, then we 
would be better employed selling shoe-laces 
from house to house. For we, the humble lit- 
tle store clerks, are the cornerstone of the 
booktrade. Do you smile? But is it not 
true? The wise publisher knows that the 
bookstore is his best outlet, and the book- 
seller, in his turn, leans more or less heavily 
upon his clerks. 

It is the clerks who come intimately into 
contact with the book buyers and therefore 
have the best opportunity to study their in- 
vidual needs, their likes and dislikes, their 
various idiosyncrasies. It is we who know 
that the elderly Miss A. has a sneaking fond- 
ness for “naughty” literature . . . that Mr. 
B. has a son in Korea and is constantly on 
the watch for new books about that place 
-.. that old Mr. C. has a passion for the 
works of Sven Hedin . . . that the Rev. Mr. 
D, occasionally likes to work into his sermon 
a good current novel . . . that Mrs. E. is a 
collector of books illustrated by Rackham, 
Papé, Austin, or Dulac ... that Mrs. F. 
gives talks to women’s clubs on current 
a - +. that Mr. G, has an invalid wife 
. © enjoys a quiet, wholesome novel with a 
7 Ppy ending .. . that Dr. H. is a professor 
: Psychology and likes to be shown any- 
‘ing new in humorous books of a certain 
type... ete,

all our ears. If you have the sort of manager 
who thinks you are wasting his time in idle 
chatter, or that you are angling for a hus- 
band or wife when you are conscientiously 
fishing for sales in his interest, that is unfor- 
tunate. In that case, you must make the 
register give proof to the contrary, and thus 
persuade him to trust you. 

At the beginning of the year, perhaps you 
noticed a certain cartoon in one of the liter- 
ary journals? It showed two clerks standing 
together in a large bookstore, while a few 
scattered customers were browsing around. 
Said one clerk to the other: “Well, I’ve made 
my New Year’s resolution! This year, I’m 
going to read a book.” Is it true? Are we 
book clerks truly as ignorant and indifferent 
as that cartoon suggested? Let us be fright- 
fully honest with ourselves! Do we really 
know what we are selling? Do we know the 
difference in style between a John Cowper 
Powys and a Kathleen Norris, between a 
Sinclair Lewis and a Grace Livingston Hill? 
Do we care enough about our own and our 
bookstore’s reputation to give as much of our 
spare time as we can afford to keeping up 
with the new books? Do we study the daily 
paper from front to back, thus keeping our 
finger upon the pulse of the times? Do we 
know what books in our store would interest 
the patrons of current movies or plays? Do 
we know what authors are coming to our 
town to lecture, and when? Do we know 
what big books are expected next month? 
Above all, do we know what is in stock in 
our own bookstore, or do we just take it for 
granted that the book we cannot find is not 
there? Have we a weary aversion to thumb- 
ing catalogs and do we therefore stop at 
saying, “I am sorry, but that book is out of 
stock,” instead of looking up the title right 
away and asking, “May we send it to you 
to-morrow?” Not one of us could answer 
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all those questions in the right way, and yet 
we should be able to do so. 


The Value of Goodwill 


Perhaps our greatest value to our bookstore 
lies in our ability to cultivate what is called 
“goodwill.” Almost every person who enters 
the bookstore is a potential customer and 
should so be treated. Whether or not he 
buys a book, if he goes out pleased and im- 
pressed he will remember us, and, what is 
more, may pass on his good impression to his 
family or friends. How can we cultivate this 
“goodwill”? There are almost as many ways 
as people who enter the store. Occasionally, 
a woman will ask if she may use the tele- 
phone to call a taxi. In that case, if we are 
not busy, let us call one for her and offer her 
a chair while she waits! . . . Let us not over- 
look the bored wife who shifts wearily from 
one foot to the other while her husband is 
occupied in choosing school prizes: let us 
find her a chair—and a book of short stories 
from the library, if we have one! . . . Then 
there are the children—those potential ruin- 
ers of good sales! I have found it a good 
thing—especially at Christmastide—to keep 
an old picture book handy, and to settle the 
child comfortably on a stool out of the way. 
The child is thus kept quiet and happy, and 
the mother is gratefully willing to be sold 
some books. . . . And let us not forget the 
dogs! They make grand little sales-builders 
at odd times. One very hot afternoon, I 
noticed a woman looking in our bookstdére 
window. With her was a dog that was ob- 
viously suffering from thirst. At the time, it 
was sheer pity for the animal that impelled 
me to take it a dish of water, and I was hap- 
pily surprised when the owner insisted on 
coming in for a new novel in return for my 
favor to her dog. On another occasion, I 
observed a thoroughbred puppy chasing its 
tail and politely suggested to the owner that 
his prized spaniel had worms, adding: “You 
see, it says here—” And I whisked ou. a 
good book on diseases of dogs. The cus- 
tomer not only perused the passage with in- 
terest: he bought the book, and thereafter 
kept me informed of his dog’s progress. Yes, 
it had worms! 

Always, there is the right book for the 
right moment, and we must be able to pro- 
duce it like a rabbit out of a hat. In this 
connection, I recall an amusing experience 
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that happened to me last year. A woman, 
whom I had never seen before, got talking 
to me about her baby, which seemed to he; 
to be behaving queerly. She solemnly |isted 
his various symptoms and asked me to diag. 
nose his trouble! Thanks to my scemingl 
foolish habit of reading the baby column in 
the daily paper, I was able to assure her that 
her infant was suffering from indigestion as 
a result of faulty feeding, and forthwith 
sold her a book on the care and feeding of 
children. Unfortunately, just as she was 
turning away, with admiration and gratitude 
showing plainly in her eyes, my conscience 
stabbed me and I made the impulsive con. 
fession that I had never had any children! 
The child for whom I had been so earnestly 
prescribing was her fourth! Needless to say, 
I have not seen that customer since, and | 
have learned not to let my conscience dis- 
turb me at inopportune moments. 


Walking Encyclopedias 


As you know, customers seem to think 
that just because we work in a bookstore we 
are walking encyclopedias, and, so far as 1s 
possible, we have to keep up that illusion. It 
is well to prepare ourselves for at least a few 
of the odd questions by picking up stray bits 
of information from all sorts of customers 
who are specialists in their own line. Far 
from thinking us rude or inquisitive, they 
will be flattered by our interest in their hobby 
or profession and will gladly instruct us re 
garding carpentry, electricity, astrology, biol: 
ogy, or what-have-you. 

The lite of a book clerk should be crammed 
with thrills from morning till night. If it 1s 
not, we are only half alive, or we are (00 
deeply concerned with our own personal al 
fairs. For a bookstore draws, as a magnct, 
not only the intellectuals of the community, 
but the eccentrics as well, and it is the latter 
who surround us with romance, comedy, and 
occasionally tragedy. 

I have said that we, the humble little store 
clerks, are the cornerstone of the booktrade. 
Let us prove it—right now! If every one of 
us in the country were suddenly to leap 
our feet, metaphorically speaking, and throw 
ourselves heart and soul into the game ° 
bookselling—than which there is no mor 
thrilling game in the world,—what a book 
season this fall would be! So come on! Al! 
together! Let’s go!

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VERY FEW OF THE MEN whose job it is to 
“call on the trade” can boast the comprehen- 
sive retail and wholesale experience which is 
Walter McKee’s. His graph would carry a 
line hitting these points: Bookstore clerking, 
7 years (Macauley’s and Sheehan’s, 1903-10); 
publisher’s traveler, 4 years (Doubleday Page, 
1910-14); bookstore buying, 13 years (Shee-

Hence, when he has a message for the 
trade it is worth listening to. The message 
is, simply, “Buy more books!” But buy them 
intelligently. “There are two types of book- 
seller,” he says, “one of which is successful 
and makes money. He judges a book far- 
sightedly. He visualizes all its possibilities 
of advertising and display and special out- 
lets. He will always consider how many he 
can buy of a title. The other type is the one 
_ waits for business to bustle through the 
oor. He always figures how few he can 
buy. The best buyers are the best salesmen.”

dent (the latter from 1924 to 1926). During 
his terms of office the A.B.A. put in the 
innovation of the Clearing House and hired 
an executive secretary. He made a fine 
president, the first who at conventions acted 
as his own toastmaster. The job was forced 
on him, as he is an expert raconteur whose 
specialty is side-splitting anecdotes in dia- 
lect. And his business of lighting a cigar, 
from the anticipatory withdrawal from the 
pocket to the ecstatic closing of the eyes at 
the first fragrant puff, is a ritual. 

In 1928 Walter went into his own business 
of marketing at wholesale private press 
books, most of them very expensive, all of 
them beautiful and valuable. He made 
money for nearly two years—until the fall 
of 1929 when he commenced not making so 
much. In 1931 he was losing money and 
gave up the venture. Among several offers 
at the time was one from Alfred A. Knopf 
which Walter accepted, because this line had 
been one of his favorites as a bookseller. At 
first his activities were confined to New York 
City, but recently he has exchanged pulpits 
with Jack Mullen and does the big cities of 
the Middle West in addition to special pro- 
motion work when in the home office. 

His avocation is reading. He reads, with 
a catholicity of taste which is remarkable, 
probably well over three hundred books a 
year.

While there has probably been no abuse so 
far of the code provision that protected books 
may be sold at clearance if they have first 
been offered back to the publisher at invoice 
price, there has been a growing feeling that 
there should be some method of control. 
This ruling, if upheld, will provide that 
means and will make for further stabilization 
in the trade. With clearance sales held only 
after the Authority’s approval there will be 

less chance for misunderstanding.

The Perfect Tie-Up 


Last NicHT we dropped into the Strand The. 
atre on Broadway to see Edward G. Robinson 
in the movie version of Alexander Woollcot 
and George S. Kaufman’s “The Dark Tower,” 
Suddenly a huge picture of the book “Ap- 
thony Adverse” loomed up on the screen. |t 
was the beginning of the “trailer” telling 
about the big “Anthony Adverse” prize con- 
test being sponsored jointly by Farrar & Rine. 
hart, Warner Bros. and Photoplay Magazine. 
(A trailer is usually a two- or three-minute 
film advertising a coming picture, in this case, 
the contest.) We found out that this trailer, 
appearing now in nearly five hundred Warner 
Bros. theaters, will be run during one week 
in each of three months. 

This is the perfect chance for bookstores 
which have good connections with their local 
movie theaters to tie up these trailers with 
displays of the book, perhaps in the lobby of 
the theaters. While Photoplay runs a sum- 
mary of the plot of “Anthony Adverse” in its 
announcement of the cast contest, it’s a great 
advantage for any contestant to have read the 
book. With over 400,000 copies sold, two mil- 
lion readers so far is a conservative estimate 
—only five to a volume. With the scope ot 
this contest, however, the number of readers 
should be doubled. Ten million ballots have 
already been printed. Postal Telegraph tells 
us that the first week the poster-ballot was 
on display 4,000 people asked for ballots, and 
the second week about 6,000 asked for them. 

Bookstores should certainly have these bal- 
lots in a conspicuous place, and the poster 1n 
the window. Why not put a ballot, too, in 
every copy of “Anthony Adverse” for sale or 
to rent? 

Out-of-town Postal Telegraph offices have 
already asked for more ballots, but very tew 
have so far been sent in, since an essay On 
why the actor chosen for the part of Anthony 
was selected is essential. Farrar & Rinehart 
report, however, that the correspondence on 
the subject which is beginning to come © 
Murray Hill presents an increasing problem.

Towards a Better Understanding 


THe BOOKTRADE has reason to thank the 
editors of the New York Herald Tribune 
Books for an excellent piece of service in the 
issue of July 22nd. On page 6 of that issue 
is a very simple, straightforward and con- 
cise article on bookselling and the price of 
books, written directly for the book buyer by 
Elise Noyes of the Stamford (Conn.) Book- 
store. This article not only explains the 
difference between reprints, remainders and 
regular editions, with their varying prices, but 
points out why the price maintenance fea- 
ture of the Booksellers Code was absolutely 
essential for the well-being of the industry. 
Mrs. Noyes has long been known to us as a 
person of wit. She hasn’t failed in this assign- 
ment. Her definition of a remainder, for 
instance, is that it “is the leftover, the stale 
warped sandwich that represents the occa- 
sional inevitable miscalculation as to the ap- 
petite of the party.” 

Booksellers should point this article out to 
their customers. A thorough reading by the 
book buying public should lead to a much 
better understanding of the mechanics of 
the business and should help to remove some 
of the distrust that has grown up because of 
the cut prices and the floods of remainders 
of recent years. 


Mr. Newton’s Good Idea 


Four years aco A. Edward Newton started 
his annual award of $50 for the best library 
collected by a student at Swarthmore. The 
idea inspired others to use this plan to foster 
the love of books, and desire to build good 
personal libraries among young people. 
Marion Dodd, of the Hampshire Bookshop, 
has made awards at Smith for the past three 
years. This year there were forty-two entries 
for the prize, and President Neilson in present- 
ing the award announced that he was amazed 
at the extent and variety of the books found 
in the girls’ libraries.

The awards were made at the 
bookshop, and each contestant was given a 
group of leaves of incunabula and early press 
books. 

W.H. Winterrowd, President of the Frank- 
lin Railway Supply Co., is Mr. Newton’s most 
recent convert. He writes to the Publishers’ 
Weekly this week that “after many conversa- 
tions with my good friend, A. Edward New- 
ton, I decided early this year to donate an 
annual prize at Purdue University for the 
best collection of books acquired by a student 
during his or her term at the University... . 
For many years, I have felt that too little has 
been done in engineering schools to inculcate 
the love of good books and good literature in 
the minds of students, so when A. Edward 
Newton explained the Swarthmore idea to 
me I decided to try the scheme at Purdue 
University, and I shall watch the results with 
a great deal of interest.” 

So shall we. We have hailed from its in- 
ception Mr. Newton’s practical plan of inspir- 
ing young book collectors. Every year the 
contest has been a more important feature 
not only at the college where he started it, but 
in other colleges which have followed his 
lead. Perhaps, another year, more generous 
donors will be added to the growing list, until 
Mr. Schuster will be answered in the affirma- 
tive—of course, college graduates read, and 
not only read, but buy books for their own 
libraries, and buy them with discrimination.

News of the Week 


N.R.A. Holds Code Authority 
Shall Pass on Clearance Sales 


Tue RIGHT To determine in each case 
whether any item covered by Section 3A of 
the Booksellers Code is subject to a bona 
fide discontinuance or clearance sale at less 
that the protected price lies with the National 
Retail Booksellers Code Authority accord- 
ing to an opinion received last week by the 
Booksellers Code Authority from Mr. Bristol. 
This opinion has been transmitted by the 
Booksellers Code Authority to the Retail 
Code Authority in New York City. Under 
this opinion the mere fact that a bookstore or 
department store has offered stock on a book 
for return to the publisher and has been re- 
fused does not allow the book to be sold 
at clearance at prices below the protected 
price. The approval of the Booksellers Code 
Authority must be given in each case. 

Frank L. Magel, acting chairman of the 
Booksellers Code Authority, stated to the 
Publishers’ Weekly that, while every case of 
clearance observed so far had apparently been 
bona fide, there was a possibility that the 
situation might be abused, and therefore the 
ruling had been requested. 

Mr. Bristol’s opinion reads as follows: 
“What constitutes a ‘bona fide clearance,’ or 
‘bona fide discontinued books,’ within the 
meaning of Exception 1, Section 3, of Sched- 
ule B . . . should be subject to the approval 
of the National Booksellers Code Authority 
in each case.” 


N.R.A. Scans Printing Schedule 


Tue Nationa Recovery ADMINISTRATION is 
considering the approval of a minimum cost 
schedule for book manufacturing. George L. 
Buckley, Divisional Administrator, invited 
representatives of the Book Manufacturers’ 
Institute and the Manufacturing Committee 
of the Book Publishing Industry (organized 
in the spring by the National Association of 
Book Publishers) to attend a joint conference 
in Washington July 17th to consider the 
schedule proposed by the N.R.A. Curtis 
McGraw, J. K. Lasser, and John O’Connor 
represented the publishers, and O. H. Cheney 
John Ballou, Percy B. Bland, and J. Charles 


Ziegler the manufacturers. W. Morgan 
Shuster, chairman of the publishers’ com. 
mittee, called an emergency meeting in New 
York the following day, at which a resolu. 
tion of protest against the N.R.A. cost sched. 
ule was adopted and telegraphed at once to 
Mr. Buckley. The publishers contend that 
the basic figures in the schedule are too high 
and the differentials between metropolitan 
plants and country plants far below the actual 
differentials. They also say that the provi- 
sion for individual plant quotations is cum- 
bersome and impractical. The committee is 
protesting against the approval of any sched- 
ule of minimum costs without giving pub- 
lishers an adequate oportunity to examine it. 
The procedure and conditions under which 
a temporary schedule was to be sought were 
agreed on in May between the manufacturers 
and the publishers, with the approval of 
Robert Houston,’ then N.R.A. Deputy Ad- 
ministrator, and the present procedure, the 
committee states, is not in line with the terms 
of this agreement. 


Library Schedule Action Near 


Tue Booxseiiers Cone provided for a sched- 
ule of library discounts to be set up by the 
Booksellers Code Authority. A_ tentative 
schedule of these discounts was presented at 
the Library Convention in Montreal with the 
reasons why some such schedule was essen- 
tial to the book industry at large. Certain 
valid objections were raised by the librarians 
at the Convention and, on the basis of these 
objections, adjustments have been made in 
the schedule which now rests with the Book- 
sellers Code Authority for final approval. It 
is hoped that definite action can be reported 
within a reasonable time. 


Trade Code Awaits Signature 


THE FINAL pRaFT of the Trade Book Publish- 
ers Code is still being examined by the 
various boards of the N.R.A. in Washington. 
The sections under discussion were straight- 
ened out in conference some time ago. The 
master code and subscription code and all 
the other subsidiary codes except the textbook 
code are all ready for signature. The text- 


book code is held up for further discussion.

Mr. Kavanagh’s Error 


Harry KavANAGH, an employee of a New 
York hotel, made a distinct error last week 
when he walked into the bookstore of Max 
Feingold, 1227 Sixth Avenue, with second- 
hand copies of “Lady Chatterly’s Lover,” 
“Nana” and “The Well of Loneliness” to sell 
just as John S. Sumner and a detective were 
conducting a raid on the store. Mr. Kavanagh 
was haled into night court and paroled for 
General Sessions after Mr. Sumner urged 
leniency in his case. Magistrate Harris pointed 
out that there was obviously no case against 
“Nana,” to which Mr. Sumner agreed, and 
also that there was no record of a conviction 
against “Lady Chatterly’s Lover” in New 
York, although it had been banned in Massa- 
chusetts. Mr. Sumner was reported to have 
confiscated 85 books and pamphlets of an 
alleged obscene nature from Feingold’s store 
and the proprietor was held in $500 bail for 
later examination. The magistrate remarked 
in the course of the hearing that there ought 
to be a trial on “Lady Chatterly’s Lover.” 


Kreymborg Loses Second Round 


For a seconD TIME Alfred Kreymborg has 
failed to secure a decision in his $100,000 
damage suit against Jimmy Durante, the 
comedian, and the National Broadcasting 
Company, in which he claims that Durante 
infringed on his copyright by reciting three 
of his poems in Ziegfeld’s “Show Girl” and 
later over the radio. In the first suit Fed- 
eral Judge Patterson ruled that the poems 
were not dramatic compositions and therefore 
were not subject to copyright against public 
recital. He allowed permission to file an 
amended complaint, which was done, the 
second complaint arguing that the poems 
were “similar productions” under the copy- 
right provision for “lectures, sermons, ad- 
dresses and similar productions.” After a 
‘cargument, Judge Patterson last week held 
to his original decision that the suit should 
be dismissed, but allowed Mr. Kreymborg 
‘gain to serve an amended bill. 
a decision Judge Patterson said, VA 
Wr: : sermon and an address have this 
ie wana that they are intended 
lea pb _ delivery to an audience. 
ee ee “ nie similar to or 
plainly piri —_ or address, Congress 
in the fea production likewise intended 
instance for oral communication. 
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A speech, argument, debate, interview, per- 
haps even an informal talk, would be a ‘sim- 
ilar production.’ There may be cases where 
a poem would be ‘a lecture, sermon, address, 
or similar production.’ If a poem were first 
spoken or rendered at a gathering, as in the 
case of some of Lowell’s poems, it would be 
an address in poetry, and if copyrighted 
would be secure against unauthorized deliv- 
ery later on by others. But usually a poem 
nowadays is first made public in printed 
form through a book, magazine or news- 
paper, and is in form to be read in the first 
instance, though of course it may later be 
recited or rendered vocally. . . . The adop- 
tion of the plaintiff's argument would 
broaden the scope of this subsection so as to 
comprehend almost every form of literary 
composition, instead of the narrower class of 
works specified by Congress. If changes in 
the Copyright Act are called for, because otf 
abuses which have sprung up since the en- 
actment of the law in 1909, it is for Congress 
rather than the courts to make them.” 

Harry Weinberger, Mr. Kreymborg’s at- 
torney, will appeal the decision in the Circuit 
Court of Appeals, Second Circuit. 


Hansen Traces Growth of Reviews 


Editor and Publisher, the trade journal for 
newspaper publishers, celebrated its soth An- 
niversary on July 21st by issuing an elaborate 
and extremely interesting Golden Jubilee 
Number, with articles tracing the growth of 
newspaper publishing within the last half- 
century. Not the least interesting of these 
articles, to the booktrade at least, is one by 
Harry Hansen, book review editor of the 
New York World-Telegram showing how 
daily and weekly newspaper reviewing has 
developed. 

Probably the most representative book re- 
viewing fifty years ago, according to Mr. 
Hansen, was that of the Boston Transcript, 
which, not long before that, had carried 
Latin comments in its reviews and which 
still aimed its writing at a public of aristo- 
cratic taste and exceptional learning. The 
New York Times Book Review first ap- 
peared as a separate section in 1896, when 
it was called the Saturday Review of Books. 
It was later changed to Sunday, because most 
Saturday readers threw it away. The Herald 
Tribune Books, while it turned toward more 
academic scholarship with the editorship of 
Stuart P. Sherman, has since been more 
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liberal. Other papers developed sections, 
some, like the Chicago Daily News, making 
them weekday features, while the others 
held to the Sunday principle. Daily book 
review columns are more recent in develop- 
ment. “The First Reader,” for instance, be- 
came a daily feature of the New York World 
in 1926, although the World had been pub- 
lishing book columns several days a week for 
a few years prior to that time. It wasn’t until 
September, 1933, that the Times carried a 
signed daily column of comment. In 1920, 
the Literary Review was established by the 
New York Evening Post. This became one 
of the important tabloid book reviews and 
later, with a change in ownership of the 
Post, developed into the Saturday Review of 
Literature, an independent weekly. 


Code Authority Members Named 


THe Nationa, Recovery ADMINISTRATION 
has appointed Walter Cox and Virginia Kir- 
kus to be members of the Code Authority of 
the booksellers’ trade to represent booksellers 
who are not members of the American Book- 
sellers Association or the National Association 
of College Stores. Mr. Cox and Miss Kirkus 
have been serving in this capacity temporarily 
subject to confirmation by the Administra- 
tion. 


A New Type of Publicity 


A NEW Type of imprint publicity is found 
in a volume called “Sheed & Ward Survey— 
1934. In this omnibus volume of 400 pages 
the English publisher, who a year ago estab- 
lished a branch office in New York, has 
gathered selections from sixty-one of his pub- 
lications from several years. The selections 
are complete in themselves and readable as 
individual contributions, and the book con- 
tains a biographical supplement and the 
prices of the individual books from which 
the selections have been taken. 

Mr. Sheed in his dedication of the volume 
states: “The publisher dedicates this book 
to all those who are sick of him. He has 
reason to know more acutely than most peo- 
ple the great weariness that creeps upon the 
mind at the sight of print. In the immortal 
words of Al Smith, ‘Cut it whichever way 
you like, it’s still boloney’—it’s still print un- 
til the mind has been moved by an appetite 
which by now almost faints with surfeit. 
So here is a cocktail for whose ingredients 
whole shelves have been emptied.”
